The red hills of Middle Georgia were 
of two miles, and the 
whistle of ~ f riend announced our ap- 
proach to bis hospitable mansion. 
After a warm greeting from his cara ‘ 
and bairns, we established ourselves for a 
week’s comfortable residence. 
We found next morning that our friend 
had settled around him most of the old 
laborers, and it did my heart see the 
same mutual consideration that prevailed in 
“auld lang syne.” Had I not known it, I 
would not have suspected that the colored 
people were free, and had been cut loose from 
their old moorings. They were apparently 
as happv as ever, certainly they showed no 
want of respect to their employer and to 
their old master, whom they now knew to 
be their best friend. 9 
My friend teaches the people nearly every 
tin the week himself. thus keeping them 
from the corrupting influence of their com. 
mon schools. I went out one night to exam- 
ine them in their studies. In the large 
kitchen I found them regularly arranged in 
classes with their blackboard, etc. They 
stood creditable exercises in reading, spelling, 
arithmetic and geography. It was interest- 
ing to see great six foot, sledge-hammer fel- 
lows, Anxious toget headin spelling, and how 
mortified they were to miss and be turned 
down. One of the men had acquired a hand- 
writing that was : urprisingly excellent. 
Now, these people were delighted with my 
visit to them, and went to their work next 
day with renewed energy, feeling that they 
were really cared for. Instead of being 
rendered idle by such attention, they become 
ambitious from it, to make thomselves useful. 
If the plan of my friend was generally 
followed the colored race would soon de res- 
cued in Georgia from the evils that threat- 
en it. 

On Sunday night the negroes were assem- 
bled in the parlor of my friend, where we had 

salms and hymns, prayers and a Sermon. 
P aever enjoyed the worship of God more 
than on this occasion with my dusky friends.

This decision covers all the other street, with the
